comets have, as a cold m a tte r of history, appeared with w on­ 
derful brilliancy a t periods of the world s c a re e r when there 
were big doings. 
The three men who ran k in the restricted 
and ultra-exclusive class of world c o n q u c io rs— Ale xander the 
Great, Ju liu s Caesar and Napoleon the G re a t— had comets am bling a ro u n d 
in the heavens at various im p o r ta n t periods of th e ir careers, 
Hailey's comet 
itself— just the same old comet t h a t ’s going to drag the e a r th with its tail 
— appeared over Europe in 1066, sh in in g brightly for forty days, and it was 
hailed as a promise of his tr i u m p h by W illiam the Conqueror just before 
the battle of Hastings, while a t the sam e tim e Harold of E n g la n d regarded 
it as an omen of his own overthrow. 
Comets ap p eared a t crucial tim es in 
the lives of m any other great men and at crucial periods in the careers of 
many nations. 
Comets have appeared before terrible wars, de v a sta tin g fa m ­ 
ines, frightful pestilences and b rillian t victories, from the d ay s when A b ra­ 
ham was in his teens down the ftooseveltian era. 
And Hailey’s comet, d u r i n g all these generations, has been h u stlin g 
around in space at the modest clip of som ething like 100,000 miles an hour. 
This comet appears to the view of men once in about every seventy-five 
years, requiring th a t length of tim e to move aro u n d its orbit. 
It was last 
seen in 1835. 
The comet is n a m e d a fte r the g re a t English a stronom er, E d­ 
mund Hailey, who lived betw’een from 16r*6 to 1742, because it wras he who 
definitely fixed the orbit of this comet and who accurately predicted its re­ 
t u rn in the year 1758 aft^r it had appeared in 1082. 
H e died sixteen y ears 
before the comet returned, but by his prediction he established a fame which 
will e n d u re as long as does the comet. 
He was the first to discover and 
prove that the comets which come w ithin the ran g e of m a n ’s vision have 
fixed periods of return. 
H e felt that he would not live to see again the comet now known as 
Hailey’s, but he realized if his prediction was borne out that it would prove 
to posterity that he had m ade an am azin g discovery. 
He relied on futu re 


generations to give him his due in fame, which 
they have don<\ 
Sixteen 
years a fter 
his death the comet duly returned, as he had foretold, from 
which tim e 
the w an d erin g constellation has been known as Hailey’s comet. 
Since 
then 
m an y famous astronom ers, 
including Clairaut, 
Fontecoulant 
and Laplace of France, have calculated the dates for the comet’s return. 
In 
1835 the comet appeared within a few days of the prediction, while this 
time the comet* has again kept to schedule. 
Hailey’s 
comet isn ’t by any m e a n s the only comet whose orbit has been 
d eterm ined. 
The orbits of 100 comets have been accurately calculated and 
determined. 
Of these sixteen have known periods of short duration. 
E n k e ’s 
comet has a period of three years an d four months, wrhjle P e t e r ’s comet has 
the longest period of the sixteen. 
It runs to its perihelion at the end of 
fiftee n years and eleven months. 
None of these nearby comets are visible to 
the naked eye. The great comets which have been the cause of so much fear 
and tre m b lin g on the p art of the ig n o ra n t and superstitious are those hay­ 
ing long periods of revolution, ra n gin g from W estphal’s, with an orbit re­ 
q u irin g sixty-seven years and eight m o nths to traverse, to the great comet 
of 1864, which is calculated to re tu rn after 2,800,000 years. 
The distinctive 
feature of the comet is the tail, although there are comets which are seem ­ 
ingly tailless. 
Pictures of some of the well-known comets show the r e m a r k ­ 
able variatio n s of the caudal appendages of those heavenly bodies which 
a re neither sun, .moon nor stars. 
The comet of 1861 had seven brilliant tails 
and several not so bright. 
The upper one resembled the wing of a flying 
fish. 
T he Cheseaux comet of 1744 looked like an 
illum inated 
porcupine. 
The broad-tailed visitor of 1811 was notable for the two side stripes In­ 
closing a thin veiling of gas through which m any of the m ore brilliant sta rs 
were visible. 
The most rem arkable tail of all known comets was the one 
sported by Newton's comet of 1680. 
It looked like a titan ic tapeworm and 
its length was 120,000,000 miles. 
Its nearest approach to th e sun was 147,- 
000 miles, and it is due to r e tu rn in the year £$55. 
T h is tail, however, was 
surpassed by the tail of the comet of 1811, which was 132,000,000 miles long. 
Beside these the tail of Hailey’s comet looks like a dot. It has been computed 
th a t in all th e re are probably about 7,000,000 comets dashing a ro u n d th ro u g h 
space. 


But of all these millions of comets and of all the scores of these m il­ 
lions which are said to have appeared to the eyes of m en ju st before great 
historic occurrences, th a t which gets its nam e from Hailey is said to be 
one whose a p p earan ce has been atten d ed with the most baneful results to 
hum anity. 
Here, of course, we leave science behind and get into the midst 
of a lot of superstition, more or less distorted history and a vast realm of 
th e mystical. 
At that, however, th e re U no question ti.%t Hailey’s comet 
has been seen prior to some events of the utm o st significance in the a n n a ls 
of the h u m a n race. 


Am ong the great* events of history which a r e stated to have been sig­ 
nalized by the a p p earan ce of comets were the sacking of Rome by AJaric 
in 410, the overthrow of Attila in 449, the birth of Moham med in 570, the 
d eath of C h arlem ag n e in 814, the Black Death of 1347, T a m e rla n e's in v a­ 
sion of E urope in 1402. m assacre of St. Bartholom ew in 1572, birth of N a ­ 
poleon in 1769, invasion ot Russia by the Grand A rm y of F ran ce u nder the 
E m p e ro r in 1812, death of Napoleon at St. Helena in 1821, the beginning of 
the Civil W a r in 1861 and the Russo-Japanese w a r in 1904-5. 
in addition, 
m a n y sacred w riters have held that the S ta r of Bethlehem, whose shin in g 
trail guided the wise .men from the East, was a comet.— Chicago Record-Her- 
aid.

W h a t 
the value of this flood of liquor m ay 
have been cannot positively be stated. 
The o u tp u t of the distilled m alt and 
vinous liquors and allied products in 
the y e a r 1905 was reported by the cen­ 
sus b u reau to be w o rth 
m ore th a n 
$440,000,000. 
In the y e a r 1909 1,591,- 
738 gallons of brandy, 610,305 gallons 
of rum , 2,497,070 gallons of gin and 
56,183,652 gallons 
of 
ifhisky w'ere 
placed on th e m a r k e t in the United 
States, 
The total value of all these 
products at the place of m a n u f a c tu r e 
was probably not less th a n $135,000,- 
000. 
But these figures 
in 
no 
way 
m e a su re the cost of distilled liquor to 
the consum er, McClure’s says. 
T hey 
do not include the g o v e rn m e n t in te r­ 
nal revenue tax or the cost of whole­ 
saling and retailing the “goods.” 
As 
sold in the “saloon” at 10 or 15 cents 
a “d r in k ,” the cost of whisky, or what 
passes for such a m o n g consum ers, is 
not less th a n $6 a gallon. 
This would 
m ean t h a t the a n n u a l bill of the A m er­ 
ican public for w hisky alone would be 
m u c h m ore th an $300,000,000. 
There 
a re m a n y who place it at twice as 
high a figure because of the excessive 
a d u lte ra tio n undergone by the liquor 
for the purpose of increasing its vol­ 
ume.

Yet J o h n R. 
Bowie of the soil division- of th e fed 
eral d e p a rtm e n t of agriculture, a N ew 
York le tte r to the C h ristia n Science 
Monitor says, has j u s t issued a report 
on th e farm in g possibilities of this 
city, sh o w in g 
com prehensively 
t h a t 
the best a g ric u ltu re in the c o u n try is 
not only possible here, but c a rried on 
to a re m a rk a b le degree. 
W ith in the city b oundaries u n o c c u ­ 
pied lots and unsu b div id ed tra c ts a r e 
rented out in sm all plots for m a r k e t 
g a rd e n in g and tr u c k in g purposes. T h e 
m a jo rity of the fa rm s a r c of m i n ia t u r e 
size, so me one-half or one-quarter of 
an acre or even only the size of a city 
lot. 
U n d er such c r a m p e d conditions 
it is necessary to do som e crop m o v ­ 
ing and m a r k e tin g d u r i n g every m o n t h 
of the year. 
E ven the m id w in te r s e a ­ 
son the fa rm e r uses to m a r k e t his 
root crons w-hieh 
have been sto red 
w aiting h ig h er prices an d the fruit, 
picked d u r in g the a u tu m n . 
W ith the 
dawn of sp rin g th e spinach and r h u ­ 
barb s t a r t the crop and having been 
disposed of at the city m a rk e t o th e r 
crops follow in a ste a d y stream. 
The chief point 
in this in te n siv e 
fa rm in g 
is to utilize every 
foot of 
ground to its best 
advantage. 
*The 
onion a n d radish a r e good ex a m p le s 
of how th is is accomplished. 
A i soon 
as the onion develops the slightest s u s ­ 
picion of a bulb it is pulled and b u n c h ­ 
ed and those next it in size are g iven 
a be tte r o p po rtu n ity for growth a n d 
development 
In this way not a single 
crop, 
but a co n tin u o u s 
supply 
of 
onions and radishes is produced.

and

medicines, detrimental to the growth 
of parasites, will even in this day and 
age, when parasites are numerous, re­ 
sult in keeping a flock free enough 
from them so that good profits can 
be made.

Prof. O. M. Morris of the Oklahoma 
Agricultural Experiment Station says 
the whole-root and piece-root grafts 
each have some advantages over the 
other, and the climate and variety of 
the tiee should determine which should 
be used. The whole-root graft requires 
one seedling for each graft. 
The piece- 
root one seedling for every two or 
three grafts. 
These are facts that in­ 
terest the nurseryman more than the 
fruit grower. 
The whole-root trees 
will grow much faster for the first 
three or four years and will form a 
more evenly distributed root 
system 
than the piece-root graft. 
It will be 
better braced and will stand much 
better when exposed to hard winds 
than the piece-root grafts. 
The whole- 
root graft has a root system already 
developed for it to begin growth upon. 
The piece-root graft is reduced almost 
to a cutting and must grow as such. 
If the cion of the piece-root graft is 
made long and set deep in the ground 
it will often strike roots and soon be 
up on its own root. 
This is a great 
advantage in very cold climates or 
where the roots winter-kill badly.

It was five times as 
great as the va^ue of the hogs, ten 
times the value of the sheep, and mort 
than half a billion dollars in excess of 
the market price of a1 lthe cattle, in­ 
cluding the milch cows. 
These 
facts 
show more 
than the 
general rise in prices. 
They furnish 
proof that the horse market is excep­ 
tionally strong and that the increase 
in the .number of horses, although it 
has been about equal in the rate per 
cent to the growth of the population, 
has not been sufficient to prevent a 
sharp rise in the average market value 
of horses, in all sections of the coun­ 
try. 
As long as the 
value of the 
horses in the 
United 
States can in­ 
crease more 
than 
$300,000,000 in a 
year, the farmers and others w'ho raise 
horses for the 
market 
will trouble 
themselves very little about the com­ 
petition of automobiles and all other 
rivals of the horse, in any of the fields 
where he has been used. 
The horseless vehicle is a great suc­ 
cess. 
So is the trolley railroad, and 
so are traction 
engines 
and steam 
plow's in certain fields, but the world 
evidently needs the horse as much aa 
ever. 
The modern inventions which 
have seemed to threaten his banish­ 
ment have only w idened the use of ve­ 
hicles and increased travel and ti ti­ 
tle.—Clevtland Leader.

ness. 
The Iowa towns are pointedly 
aware of improvement; they are feel­ 
ing better within and are looking bet­ 
ter without. 
Mr. Russell, in the mo­ 
mentum of his enthusiasm, calls for 
the extension of commission govern­ 
ment from small cities to large ones.

TEACHING HIS SON AND HEIR TO SALUTE. 
HERE isn’t the slightest doubt but what Alfonso of Spain is 
one of the proudest, most affectionate fathers in the w’orld, 
but, somehow or other, he seems to be lacking in that serious­ 
ness and sense of heavy responsibility which stamps most 
young parents of the masculine persuasion. 
Rather, he appears 
to look upon his children from a q uizzical point of view. 
Es­ 
pecially does this seem to be the case with his eldest son, the 
heir to the throne. 
Take our illustration, for instance, as an example of 
this attitude. There is, undoubtedly, much of pride about this young father 
—but there is something else; he thinks, just as we do, that the little fellow 
in the military suit is very droll and that it is something of a shame, as 
well as a joke, to have to dress him like that. 
“Isn’t he simply funny?” the 
king-father seems to be saying. 
“Do you think there could possibly be a 
smaller uniform in existence than that? 
And doesn’t it seem perfectly rich 
to think that he’ll be holding down my job some day? 
Honest, now— 
doesn’t it?”

Many Species of the Hickory— Pecan 
of the South— The, Walnut. 
Am ong our nut bearing trees the 
hickory 
trees 
are 
perhaps 
the 
best 
known. 
They 
are 
strictly 
North 
American 
trees; 
none 
now grow in any other part of the 
world. 
There are 
fourteen 
known 
species; 
one 
Mexican, 
while 
the 
other thirteen 
grow 
east 
of 
the 
Rocky 
Mountains. 
Our own 
State 
boasts of six species, of which the 
shagbark or shellbark is m ost noted 
because of its nuts and its peculiar 
bark. 
The wood of most species is tought, 
strong and flexible— especially valu­ 
able for farm im plem ents, tool han­ 
dles. etc. 
There is no other kind of 
fuel that excel© dry hickory for heat 
and brilliancy of flame. 
No other of 
our trees bear such 
valuable i lits. 
No finer shade trees are to be fci nd. 
But because of the value of the wi od 
for 
im plem ents and 
fuel 
the 
finest 
trees of the forest have been sacri­ 
ficed and as a consequence the cro 
of wild nuts is decreasing while the 
dem and 
is 
increasing. 
Nurserym en 
are now experim enting 
to find the 
best method of propagating the trees 
and improving the varieties. 
The Creek and Algonquin tribes o 
Indians made a drink from the pound 
ed nuts, shells and all, and called it 
“powcohickora.” 
Recent 
botanists 
have adopted the latter part of the 
Indian 
name, with 
a slight change 
(hicoria) as the name of the genus, 
which seem s very fitting. 
We scarcely think of the pecan as 
a hickory, yet it is the largest of our 
hickories. 
It is a native of the south­ 
ern and southwestern countries of tim 
State and grows to perfection in the 
rich, m oist 
soils 
of 
river 
bottoms. 
The wood of the pecan is hard, brit­ 
tle, of a light reddish brown and is 
the least valuable of all the hickories, 
except 
for fuel, and 
for 
its 
nuts 
whit Ii are collected and sold in all 
the m arkets ofV h e North. 
What the 
pecan is to the river valley people 
the shellbark. shagbark and mocker- 
mit hickories might, with a little fore­ 
thought and care, become to the peo­ 
ple 
living on 
the 
uplands 
further 
north. 
Th/* black walnut is a grand tree 
growing In river bottom s and on hill­ 
sides west from w estern 
M a ssa c h u ­ 
setts to Minnesota and southward to 
Georgia, 
Florida, 
M ississippi 
and 
Texas. 
T h e tru n k is tall and straight, 
The branches are stout and spread­ 
ing, forming a 
round 
topped 
tree 
when grown in the open. 
The flowers of the w alnut are m uch 
like those of the hickory except that 
the pistillate flowers, instead of be­ 
ing yellowish gr»'en a re of rich red. 
T h e 
pistils us in 
the case 
of the 
hickory divide into tw o plumy heads. 
T h e n u tr im e n t 
which 
n a t u r e 
pro­ 
vides for baby w alnuts and hickories 
is stored in the seed leaves. 
While 
the pollen is flying from the boughs 
the forming nut has four com m uni­ 
cating chambers in which 
one em ­ 
bryo plant lives all alone. 
As the 
seed leaves are packed with oils and 
starches for the sustenance 
of the 
young tre° they swell and stretch and 
soon occupy the entire four roomed 
apartment. 
When they have attain­ 
ed their growth they are lobed and 
folded so as to fill every cranny of 
the nutshell In which they lie. 
This 
is the reason that the kernels show 
such irregular surfaces when taken 
from the shells. 
The fam ily’s botanic name, Juglans, 
is derived 
from Jovis glans— Jove’s 
nut. 
Roman 
writers 
applied 
*Vs 
name to the European walnut on ac­ 
count of the excellence of its nuts 
Jove’s acorn was the walnut of com 
merce, for curiously enough 
it was 
J.his nut, not the fruit 
of the oak, 
which the Rom ans called an acorn.
